How does it appear, 
that, becaufe our Kings, before the Revolution, claim’d 
a divine Right to the Crown; aflerted a di/penfing 
Poawer; and affirmed, that their £ais or Proclamations 
bound the Subject’s Confcience under the Pain of eternal 
Damnation, that therefore we had zo Right to the Re- 
volution, which rid us of all this Nontenfe and In- 
quity ? Or how do thete true Pojitions about our an- 

_ cient Conflitution, any ways affect the Principles of the 
prefent Government, founded upon the Revolution? Is 
it not then the moit ridiculous ‘hing in Nature, that a 
Man fhould gravely aflert, whoever affirms our Anceftors 
avere Slaves, afirms, at the fame ume, that we, their 
Sons, have mo Right to be free? Or that a Fa@ about 
the ancient Conftitution, thould deftroy the Reason of the 
prefent Confittution? And yet all this, abiurd as it 1s, 
Mr. D’ Anvers aflerts, when he affirms, ‘ that they

Holland. 
Koningsberg, Odtob. 14. 
HE Prince Royal of Pruflia riding out t’other 
Day, chanced to meet King Staniflaus in his 
Coach ; upon which they bow flopped, and great Com- 
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pliments paffed betwixt them. The Count Offolinskis 
Great Treafurer of the Crown, and the Abbe Langlois, 
the French Minifter, zoinigtiat Day to pay the Prince 
a Vifit, he made them diné with him ; and at 
there was a Ball at the Dutchefs Dowager of Holftein’s, 
to which the Prince Royal went, and tound King Sta- 
niflaus txere, who embraced his Royal H ighnets with 
very great Tendernefs, and hada long Conference with 
him in private. ‘he Prince danced there with feveral 
Polith Ladies, and the Ball continued til! very late. 
The Polith Nobility were charmed with this Prince’s 
polite and engaging Behaviour, who next Day review'd 
the Duke of Holftein’s Regiment, as he did that of 
Gilaubitz on the 11th, when he dined with King Sta-

niflaus,. at the Houfe of General Katte, our Governor $. 


vs Yefterday he dined again with him at Count Tar- 
o's. 

Warfaw, Ofed. 9. The sth Initant being the An- 
niverfary of the King’s Acceffion to the ‘If hrone, his 
Majeity and the Queen thereupon received the Compli- 
ments ofthe Nobility, and all other Perions of Diftine- 
tion of both Sexes ; and the Primate, and {everal other 
Perfons of the firft Rank, had the Honour to dine 
that Day at the King’s Table. The other Perfons of 
Dittinétion fate at two other Tables in the fame Hall, 
where feveral Healths were drank, with Ditcharges of 
the Cannon ateach Health ; and at Night there was a 
great Aflembly in the Queen’s Apartment. 

And the 7th Inttant being the King’s Birth-Day, his 
Majeity was complimented upon it by all Perfons of 
the frit Rank that are in Town ; and the principal No- 
bility being afterwards invited to Dinner, Lots were 
drawn, by which it was decided who fhould have the 
Honour to dine at the King’s Table, which was to 
hold 26 Guefts, and who at three other Tables which 
were ipread for 80 Guetts a-piece ; and there Healths 
were alio drank with Salvoes of the Cannon. In the 
Afternoon the King in Perfon opened a Ball, in which 
fome danced, while others of the Court, which wa’ 
very numerous, gamed at feveral ‘lables; and at 9 
o’Clock in the hvening they all fate down again t» 
Reircihment, there being 50 Guefts at the King’s 
‘Table. ‘The Defart, which was a Reprefentation of 
Words fignitying Long live King Augujtus LLL. was all 
over illuminated, and had a Shrub in the Middle, with 
a white Eagle on the Top of it. Inthe same tiall 
there were four other Tables for 100 Perfons of Diitinc- 
tion of both Sexes. After the Repaft was over the 
Company began dancing again, which held till 2 
o’Clock next Morning, till when their Majefties did 
not return to the Caflle. 

The Seffions of the Dyet of Pacification, which were 
held on the sth, 6th, 7th, and 8th Inflant, were ipent 
like the former Seffions, in unfuccefstul Reprefenta- 
tions on the Part of M. Poninski, and frefh Inftances 
on the Part of the Deputies, for an Aét, containing the 
neceflary Securities for the Deparwre of the Ruffian 
and Saxon ‘Troops out of the Kingdom ; fo that they 
have not yet beem able to agree in the Choice of a 
Marihal. 


The fournal of what paffed in thofe foer Seffions, feall 
be given in our next. 

Petersburg, Oétob. 4. Notwithftanding the Report, 
that the Siege of Afoph was put off, great Preparations 
are making for that important Enterprize, the Care of 
which is committed to the Count de Munich, who, 
we are aflured, has Orders to repair hither, to make # 
Report to the Czarina of the State of Affairs on the 
Frontiers, and to receive proper Inftru¢tions for acting 
with Succefs, if it be neceflary to take Arms againit 
the Infidels. 

Rhinfelds, O0b. 18. The General Count de Secken< 
dorf, before his Arrival at Simmeren, form'd three 
different Camps, the firft at Bingen, the fecond at 
Bretzenheim near Creutnach, and the third at Kirn- 
bach. ‘Ivhis laft Camp has been admired by reafon of 
its Situation. The 45,000 Men, of which the Count’s 
Army confiits, were encamp’d on a Ftill encompats'd 
on every Side with Woods: They were drawn up in 
four Lines. Every Regiment of Horfe was fapported 
by one of Foot, andthe General’s Head-Quarters was 
on the Top of the Hill; fo that it was a fort of For. 
tification. Inorder to make a Way from this Camp to 
Simmereri, there was a Neceffity of pafling one of the 
molt difficult Defiles that coild be, where a Handful of 
Troops might have been able tu have ftopped ous 
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Army. Jt was on the sth, that Count Seckendorf 
attempted this defperate Paflage, and the Orders he 
ve for that Purpofe, which he caufed to be obferved 
with all the Nicety that was poflible, can never be 
fufficiently commended. As he was obliged to pais 
through a very thick Forelt, and as the Roads were fo 
narrow that there was fcarce Room for a Carnage to 
pafs in Front, the Equipage was what hamper’d him 
moft of all; this Gepéral therefore to make their 
Paflage eafy, andto prevent any Infult from the Ene- 
my, order’d 500 Horie to, march at the Head of the 
Baggage, while another Detachment was poited in the 
Rear; befides which he had order'd 2 Battalions, with 
all the Carabineers, and Horfe and Foot Grenadiers to 
be drawn up in a Line on the Right and Left; and 
there was a Corps de Guard of 100 Men at the Di- 
tance of every half Mile, who held a Correfpondence 
by means of their Centinels, which Centinels had Or- 
ders to hinder the Carriages from halting, and to re- 
gnove out of the Way fuch as happened to break down 
im the Paflage. By this Means both the Army and the 
Baggage pafied to Simmeren in about 24 Hours, in 
Order and without any Difafter, having had but 
4 Carriages plunder’d by the Enemy's Parties, which 
{warm’d in the Forefts, and hover’d round the Army 
in hopes of carrying off the Baggage. ‘The Count de 
Seckendorf has, by this good Luck, made ufe of the 
very Road which the Count de Belleiile cut out in the 
fame Forefts at the Beginning of the Campaign. But 
what is molt of all to be admired is, that the Count de 
Seckendorf, who had no Magazines, was able to fub- 
fit his Army during the whole March, without the 
Want cither of Provifions or Forage. 

Franckfort, O@ob. 20. Letters of the 12th from 
Vientia mention a very important Piece of News ; but 
whether it be true, is altogether as doubtful, viz. 
That the Allied Powers are in direét Negociation with 
the Emperor for an Accommodation, and that the 
Count de Brancas is on that Account gone incognito 
from Paris to Vienna. 

Hamburgh, Ofob. 18. Some Advices from Stock- 
holin fay, that the King of Sweden feems difpofed to 
accede to the Quadruple Alliace on Foot at Hanover, 
According to certain Letters from Warfaw, an Italian 
Merchant, of a good Family, has been apprehended 
there for correfponding by Letters with the Friends of 
King Staniilaus at Koningsberg: It feems he had a 
Way to conceal his Letters in the Corks of great 
Bottles which he fent thither, and that he received his 
Anfwers by the fame Method. 

Wolfembuttle, OGob. 17. The King of Pruffia, who 
arrived here lait Friday Night, was welcom'd with a 
Difcharge of the Cannon from the Ramparts, and all 
other Marks of Honour due to his Sovereign Rank : 
And our Duke and Dutchefs received him with the 

reateft Tendernefs and Joy, to find him in fuch good 

fealth. ‘The next Day, which was the 1sth, about 
+ in the Evening, his Pruflian Majefty ttood Godfather 
at the Baptiim of the Prince his Grandfon in the 


Chapel of the Palace, and gave him the Name of 


Charles William Ferdinand, putting into his Hands at 


the fame Time a Colonel's Commiffion, the Salary of 
which commences from the Date he had the Name of 


Ferdinand given him, in remembrance of the late Duke 
hisGrandfather. The Emperor was reprefented as the 
other Godfather, and the three Dutchefs Dowagers as 
Godmothers, the firit of whom his Majefty vifited 


blocked up with 5000 Men, went to lie that Night in 
a nefzhbouring Village, and fent next Morning to de- 
mand the Surrender of the Officer who had refufed him 
Admittance. The Podeftat, or Governor of that 
Place, has difpatched a Courier to the Senate of Venice, 
to know their Intentions ; and the Duke, till he has 
Satisfation given him, has caufed all the Trees and 


Vines for a League round the Place tobe cut down.
